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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

There are two claim 9s'. Applicant must take appropriate action to amend the 
claims in order when a response to this Office Action is sent. In the following Action the 
Examiner will refer to the claims as 9(1 ) and 9(2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Housing members rotatable relative to one another between a locked and 
unlocked position are not disclosed 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4,6,11-16,18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Vodopyanov (6,360,574). Vodopyanov discloses a tool housing (74), a 
shaft (76) mounted in the housing, a back up roller (80) and roll cage members (90) 
comprising two pieces which retain work rolls (88). The housing includes cage retainers 
(92) that are attached thereto. Figures 3 and 4 show that the cage members are 
positioned in a recess along an edge of the housing. Figure 5 shows that the cage 
members (90) define pockets (104) which are opposed about the work rolls. The cage 
members are adjustable by the cage retainers and are secured to the housing by 
fasteners (94). Regarding claim 16, it is inherent that the two piece cage is used in 
either an upper or lower tool housing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5,7,8,9(1 ),9(2) and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion
